The  ancient  Egyptians  believed  that  when  we  die  our  hearts  are  placed 
on  one  pan  of  the  scales  and  the  feather  of  truth  is  placed  on  the 
other.  If  we  have  lived  a good  life,  the  scales  will  balance.  For  once 
I disagree  with  the  wisdom  of  antiquity;  It  is  not  just  what  is  in  our 
hearts  that  matters  - it  is  what  we  do,  in  life  and  with  life,  that  carries 
the  most  weight.  I am  not  referring  to  career  choices  or  career  success 
—though  heaven  knows  I hope  you  choose  a career  that  challenges  and 
fulfills  you.

Mark  Zupan  is  not  the  type  that  comes  to  mind 
when  one  hears  “quadriplegic".  In  fact  his  open, 
sarcastic,  witty,  charismatic  personality  is  much 
more  likely  to  bring  up  images  of  “the  bad  boy"  all 
the  good  girls  love  in  a romantic  comedy.  In  fact, 
the  bad  boy  personae  is  exactly  the  part  he  plays 
in  the  sensational  documentary,  Murderball,  win- 
ner of  best  documentary  at  the  2005  Sundance 
Film  Festival.  Zupan  was  on  campus  in  the  fall 
as  part  of  a nationwide  tour  to  promote  this  film. 
Zupan's  speech  on  campus  reinforced  the  messag- 
es of  the  film,  urging  people  to  break  down  stereo- 
types about  handicapped  people.  Zupan  has  been 
in  a wheelchair  since  he  was  thrown  from  the  bed 
of  his  best  friend’s  pickup  truck  at  18.  Although  at 
the  time  his  accident  shattered  many  of  his  dreams 
for  his  life,  he  was  able  to  accept  it  and  utilize  his 
position  in  positive  ways,  claiming  that  his  accident 
was  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened  to  him.  He 
had  been  involved  in  soccer  before  his  accident  and 
looked  for  new  ways  to  participate  in  competitive 
events  afterwards.  In  1996,  he  became  a member 
of  a Quad  rugby  team  that  participated  in  games  all 
over  the  world.  Zupan  found  this  brutal,  physical, 
and  sometimes  bloody  game,  originally  called  Mur- 
derball, to  be  thrilling  and  joined  the  US  team  that 
won  the  bronze  medal  at  the  2004  Summer  Para- 
lympics. The  documentary  Murderball  chronicles 
this  experience.  Zupan  spoke  of  the  documentary 
saying,  “the  movie’s  good  about  killing  misconcep- 
tions". Well,  as  many  of  the  students  who  attended 
this  event  would  agree,  Mark  Zupan  is  pretty  good 
about  killing  misconceptions  himself.

A young  Muhlenberg  held  hockey 
squad  showed  promise  in  a 9-9 
season.  The  Mules,  who  were  4-6  in 
the  Centennial  Conference,  featured 
just  two  senior  starters  and  stayed  in 
the  playoff  hunt  until  the  final  week 
of  the  season. 

After  a loss  in  double  overtime 
to  Swarthmore,  2-1 , on  a cold  and 
rainy  day,  Muhlenberg  needed 
victories  at  home  against  Franklin  & 
Marshall  and  Washington  (Md.)  for 
a shot  at  the  playoffs.  However,  the 
No.  19  Diplomats  overcame  a 1-0 
deficit  to  win  2-1.  A victory  in  the 
season  finale  over  the  Shorewomen 
left  the  Mules  7-2  at  home. 
Muhlenberg  began  the  season  with  a 
four-game  winning  streak,  including 
a pair  of  wins  in  the  Mule  Classic, 
against  Roanoke  and  Lynchburg. 
Following  a victory  over  Moravian, 
the  Mules  started  a 1-3  road  trip 
with  a win  at  Ithaca. 

After  defeating  Drew,  1-0, 
Muhlenberg  had  its  biggest  win  of 
the  year,  a 2-0  upset  of  McDaniel, 
McDaniel,  a team  that  finished  7-3 
in  the  Centennial.  Wins  at  Bryn 
Mawr  and  against  Dickinson  gave 
the  Mules  a 3-2  CC  record,  but  a 
four-game  losing  streak  (including 
three  to  nationally  ranked  teams), 
ending  with  the  loss  to  F&M,  wiped 
out  playoff  hopes.

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Mules  Football 

The  Muhlenberg  football  team’s  defense,  led  by  the  Centennial  Conference  defensive 
player  of  the  year,  senior  linebacker  Dan  McCall,  continued  to  be  among  the  top  in  the  coun- 
try, but  the  Mules  dropped  their  final  four  games  by  a combined  22  points,  which  ended  their 
streak  of  four  straight  CC  Championships. 

Despite  a 3-7  record  (2-4  in  the  conference),  Muhlenberg  ranked  first  in  the  CC  (tied  for 
ninth  in  Division  III)  in  total  defense  and  second  in  scoring  defense.  McCall’s  7.5  sacks  were 
second  in  the  conference  and  made  him  the  Mules’  all-time  sacks  leader  with  22.5.  He  tied  for 
the  conference  lead  with  four  fumble  recoveries,  two  of  which  he  turned  into  touchdowns.  Mc- 
Call was  joined  on  the  All-CC  first-team  defense  by  end  Will  Corbin,  who  had  4.5  sacks. 

However,  the  Mules’  offense  had  a combination  of  injuries  and  youth,  leading  to  incon- 
sistency. Two  bright  points  on  offense  were  seniors  Kyle  Douglass  and  Carl  Slabicki,  who  were 
named  to  the  All-CC  first  team.  Douglass  was  the  second-leading  receiver  in  the  CC  with  42 
catches  for  608  yards  and  led  the  conference  with  seven  touchdown  receptions.  Slabicki  started 
all  1 0 games  at  center  and  avoided  the  injuries  that  plagued  his  linemates. 

The  season  started  on  a high  note  as  the  Mules  clashed  with  New  Jersey  in  a battle  of 
two  highly  touted  teams.  Muhlenberg  looked  impressive,  holding  the  Lions  to  73  total  yards 
and  recovering  five  fumbles  en  route  to  a 30-13  victory. 

However,  the  Mules  went  on  a three-game  losing  streak.  Playing  its  first  home  night 
game  at  Scotty  Wood  Stadium,  Muhlenberg  held  Union  close,  but  fell  22-14  to  a team  that 
went  10-0  during  the  regular  season.  In  their  longest  road  trip  of  the  season,  the  Mules  lost  16- 
6 at  Grove  City  due  to  costly  turnovers.  The  third  game  was  the  first  in  the  Centennial,  a 1 5-9 
defeat  at  Franklin  & Marshall. 

On  the  rainiest  day  in  Allentown  history,  Head  Coach  Mike  Donnelly  set  the  program’s 
record  for  wins  in  a 20-2  Homecoming  victory.  A giant  gamble  paid  off  against  Ursinus,  as 
the  Mules  converted  a fake  punt  from  their  own  26-yard  line  with  four  minutes  to  play  into  a 
touchdown  and  a 21-14  victory. 

Muhlenberg  found  itself  at  2- 1 in  the  Centennial  with  first  place  on  the  line  as  3-0  Johns 
Hopkins  came  to  Allentown  on  a cold  and  rainy  day.  The  Blue  Jays  made  the  rain  feel  worse 
with  10  points  in  a four-minute  stretch  early  in  the  fourth  quarter  led  to  a 13-10  victory,  the 
first  of  four  consecutive  losses  for  the  Mules. 

Two  long  touchdowns,  a 75-yard  run  by  Gettysburg  and  a 70-yard  pass  completion  by 
McDaniel,  spoiled  the  end  of  Muhlenberg’s  conference  schedule.  The  Mules’  offense  had  one 
of  its  best  quarters  with  a pair  of  touchdowns  in  the  fourth  against  Moravian,  but  it  was  not 
enough  to  overcome  a 24-7  deficit,  and  the  Greyhounds  escaped  with  a 24-19  victory. 

In  addition  to  the  four  Mules  on  the  All-CC  first  team,  se- 
nior offensive  lineman  Michael  Leanch,  junior  tight  end  Stephen 
Montalto  (30  catches  for  346  yards),  senior  nose  guard  Tom 
Wargacki  (36  tackles,  eight  for  loss)  and  senior  comerbacks  Mike 
McCurley  (seven  pass  breakups)  and  Justin  Adair  (two  inter- 
ceptions, nine  breakups)  all  made  the  second  team.  Senior  free 
safety  Phillip  Gasker  (67  tackles,  team-high  42  solo)  and  senior 
inside  linebacker  Mark  Bennett  (team-high  75  tackles)  received 
honorable  mention.

;ver,  the  Mules  could  not  keep  the  pace  going  and  struggled 
Dn  long  trips  to  Boston  and  Texas,  finishing  the  season  12-16 


owrall  and  4-6  in  the  Centennial  Conference. 


The  highlight  of  the  season  was  Muhlenberg’s  perfect  run 
through  the  Buttermaker  Tournament.  The  Mules  went  4-0 
without  dropping  a game,  including  a victory  over  Penn 
State-Altoona  in  the  championship  match.  The  Lions  joined 
Dickinson  and  Albright  as  teams  Muhlenberg  beat  twice  in  the 
opening  month  of  the  season. 

Muhlenberg  fought  hard  against  some  of  the  elite  in  Division 
III,  winning  a game  from  five  teams  that  made  the  NCAAs. 
The  Mules  faced  Colby  and  Tufts  at  the  MIT  Invitational, 
participated  in  separate  tri-matches  with  Southwestern  (Texas) 
and  Vassar  (at  Swarthmore),  and  traveled  to  conference-rival 
Gettysburg,  dropping  each  one  3- 1 . 

The  Mules  featured  three  seniors  who  completed  their  four- 
year  journey  up  the  school’s  statistical  categories.  Senior  out- 
side hitter  Julie  Lauro  became  just  the  third  Mule  in  any  sport 
voted  to  the  All-Centennial  Conference  first  team  four  times. 
Already  holding  the  school’s  kills  record,  she  moved  up  the 
conference  kill’s  ladder,  finishing  second  all  time  with  1,793. 

In  2005,  Lauro  was  second  on  the  team  in  hitting  percentage 
and  digs,  third  in  aces  and  fourth  in 
blocks. 


Senior  libero  Jen  Weist  led  the  team 
with  405  digs,  making  her  the  Mules’ 
all-time  leader  with  1 ,385,  just  ahead 
of  Lauro’s  1,326.  Senior  setter  Mary 
Henning  moved  into  second  in  school 
history  and  1 7 th  in  CC  history  with 
2,360  assists. 


Despite  the  three  seniors  and  their 
statistics  graduating,  the  Mules,  who 
went  8-3  at  home,  are  optimistic  about 
the  young  talent  that  gained 
experience  in  2005.  Junior 
middle  hitter  Kate  Haggerty 
and  sophomore  outside  hitter 
Jess  Anselmi  finished  second 
and  third  in  kills  per  game.  Ju- 
nior middle  hitter  Monica  Sella 
was  among  the  top  blockers  in 
the  conference,  and  freshman 
setter  Megan  Eiser  led  the  team 
and  was  ninth  in  the  CC  in 
aces.  (Courtesy  of  Muhlenberg  Athlet-

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The  magic  number  was  one.  Nine  of  the  16  Muhlenberg  women’s  soccer  games 
were  decided  by  one  goal,  and  generally  it  was  a late  goal.  Much  to  the  chagrin  of 
the  team,  most  of  those  decisions  favored  the  opposition  as  the  Mules  finished  the 
season  4-10-2,  including  3-6-1  in  the  Centennial  Conference. 

Muhlenberg  opened  the  season  on  the  same  day  Head  Coach  Leslie  Benintend  gave 
birth,  and  it  cruised  to  a 5-1  victory  over  Cabrini,  the  team’s  highest  single-game 
goal  total  since  2002.  The  Mules  then  dropped  a pair  of  1-0  losses  at  the  Kean  Invi- 
tational, with  the  winning  goal  coming  in  overtime  against  Gwynedd-Mercy  and  late 
in  the  game  versus  Kean. 

Muhlenberg  played  close  with  four  of  the  five  Centennial  Conference  playoff  teams, 
with  the  opposition  coming  up  with  the  game-winning  goal  in  the  last  20  minutes  of 
regulation  or  in  overtime  each  time,  including  each  of  the  last  three  home  contests 
for  Muhlenberg. 

The  Mules  fell  to  eventual  CC  champion  Johns  Hopkins,  1-0,  in  one  of  seven  match- 
ups on  the  season  against  regionally  ranked  opponents.  Muhlenberg  overcame  two 
one-goal  second-half  deficits,  but  not  the  third,  in  a 3-2  loss  to  Gettysburg.  Against 
Dickinson,  junior  midfielder  Andrea  Dello  Russo,  who  had  a team-high  four  goals, 
scored  one  of  only  10  goals  allowed  by  the  Red  Devils  on  the  season  in  a 2-1  loss.  In 
the  season  finale,  Ursinus  scored  the  lone  goal  of  the  game  in  the  second  overtime. 

Two  of  the  Mules’  three  conference  victories  came  on  the  road  with  a 3-1  victory 
against  Bryn  Mawr  and  a 1-0  shutout  of  Washington  (Md.).  Muhlenberg  also  shut 
out  Swarthmore,  1-0,  at  home  and  tied  McDaniel,  2-2,  on  the  road. 

Muhlenberg  played  close  with  the  best  of  the  conference  and  played  great  defense, 
but  struggled  offensively.  The  Mules’  defense,  led  by  senior  Katie  Amari,  sophomore 
Maura  Hendsey  and  freshman  Heather  Scudellari,  allowed  just  23  goals  in  16  games 
and  held  1 0 of  1 6 teams  to  one  goal  or  less. 

Amari  joined  classmate  Amy  Schmidt  on  the  All-Centen- 
nial Conference  team.  Schmidt,  a midfielder,  received 
second-team  honors  and  finished  her  career  with  nine  goals 
and  six  assists,  while  Amari  received  honorable  mention 
and  accumulated  three  goals  and  six  assists  over  her  four 
years  with  Muhlenberg.  During  their  careers,  the  Mules 
went  27-1 1-2  in  regular-season  CC  matchups,  the  third-best 

record  in  the  conference  during  that  stretch.  (Courtesy  of  Muhlen- 
berg College  Athletics  web  site) 
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it  was  a tale  of  three  seasons 
for  the  Muhlenberg  Men's  Soccer 
team,  and  when  the  tale  ended  the 
Mules  were  Centennial  Conference 
champions.  The  Mules  finished  the 
season  1 3-6  overall  and  earned  the 
third  seed  in  the  conference  tour- 
nament with  a 6-3  record  in  the 
CC.  Muhlenberg  started  the  sea- 
son on  fire  and  climbed  as  high  as 
1 3th  in  the  nation  thanks  to  a 5-0 
start.  The  Mules  struggled  through 
the  middle  of  the  schedule,  scor- 
ing just  eight  goals  during  a 4-5 
stretch.  However,  Muhlenberg  put 
it  together  at  the  right  time  with 
a pair  of  wins  to  end  the  regular 
season  and  two  more  to  capture 
its  second  Centennial  Conference 
championship  in  three  years.  The 
Mules  tied  Johns  Hopkins  with 
five  championships  apiece  since 
the  conference  formed  in  1993. 

The  Mules  avenged  an  earlier  loss 
to  Gettysburg,  shutting  out  the 
fifth  seed,  2-0,  in  the  champion- 
ship game,  after  a 3-0  blanking  of 
second-seeded  Swarthmore  in  the 
semifinals.  Senior  forward  Chris- 
topher King,  one  of  eight  seniors 
on  the  team,  scored  the  game- win- 
ner against  the  Bullets  and  led  the 
conference  with  13  goals  and  30 
points,  earning  a spot  on  the  All- 
CC  first  team. 

Despite  getting  a home  game  in 
the  first  round  of  the  NCAAs, 
Muhlenberg’s  postseason  was  cut 
short  as  Wesleyan  (Conn.)  won  a 
3-2  decision  in  overtime. 

Muhlenberg’s  season  started  with  a 
pair  of  victories  against  Clairmont 
and  Kings  Point  at  the  Dr.  A1  Tucci 
Kickoff  Classic  in  Baltimore.  The 
Mules  then  went  on  to  defeat  Wil-

The  Mules  went  4-5  over  their  next 
nine,  dropping  out  of  the 
national  and  regional  rank- 
ings. Muhlenberg  dropped 
a pair  of  one-goal  games  to 
regionally  ranked  DeSales 
and  Elizabethtown  and  a 
pair  of  conference  games 
to  teams  that  would  not 
qualify  for  the  postseason, 
Franklin  & Marshall  and 
Dickinson,  and  a double- 
overtime contest  at  Get- 
tysburg. The  Mules  de- 
feated Washington  (Md.), 
McDaniel,  Drew  and  gave 
Swarthmore  its  first  con- 
ference loss  of  the  season 
during  that  stretch. 


Muhlenberg  finished  the 
regular  season  with  a pair  of  wins 
against  Haverford  and  Ursinus 
to  capture  the  third  seed  in  the 
CC  tournament.  The  offense  also 
started  clicking,  recording  four 
and  three  goals,  respectively,  in  the 
contests,  and  setting  the  team  up 
for  its  CC  tournament  run.

Although  the  Muhlenberg  women’s  tennis  team  qualified 
for  the  first  Centennial  Conference  playoffs  and  was  ranked 
ninth  in  the  region  in  2006,  the  squad’s  accomplishments 
were  overshadowed  by  those  of  its  top  player. 


Senior  Amy  Schmidt,  coming  off  a year  in  which 
she  reached  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament, 
topped  herself  by  advancing  to  the  semifinals.  Unseeded, 
Schmidt  won  three  matches  at  nationals,  including  a 

straight-sets  win  against  the  No.  2 seed,  before  falling  to 
the  eventual  national  champion.  She  was  fifth  in  the  final  ITA 
rankings  of  the  season,  adding  a second  All-America  honor  to  a 
year  in  which  she  repeated  as  CC  player  of  the  year. 


Schmidt  breezed  through  the  regular  season  undefeated  ( 1 3-0)  in  singles  matches,  dropping  only  40  games. 
She  was  named  to  the  All-CC  team  for  both  singles  and  doubles  for  the  third  year  in  a row  and  finished  her 
career  with  a combined  record  of  1 14-26,  including  a 65-7  singles  mark. 


Schmidt  led  the  Mules  to  an  8-7  record  and  third-place  CC  finish  in  2006.  Four  of  the  first  five  losses  came 
to  nationally  ranked  teams,  and  the  last  two  came  to  Washington  - the  second  in  the  opening  round  of  the  in- 
augural CC  team  tournament.  Muhlenberg  had  its  33-match  homecourt  winning  streak  snapped  by  Swarthmore 
but  finished  in  the  top  three  in  the  CC  for  the  sixth  year  in  a row. 

Three  Mules  went  8-2  in  CC  singles  action:  junior  Kelly  Fraser  and  a pair  of  freshmen,  Carly  Rotfeld 
and  Jenn  Powell,  who  represent  the  future  of  the  program.  Rotfeld,  playing  at  No.  3,  was  second  on  the  team 
in  singles  wins  with  a 1 0-5  record  and  earned  All-CC  honors  as  Schmidt’s  doubles  partner.  Powell,  the  No.  4 
singles  player,  led  the  team  with  nine  doubles  wins  in  the  spring.

Nevertheless,  Muhlenberg  went 
4-7  overall  and  2-6  in  the  Centen- 
nial Conference,  nearly  matching 
its  5-7,  2-6  records  of  2005. 

The  Mules  defeated  Moravian 
and  McDaniel  and  squeaked  past 
Ramapo  and  Ursinus  by  4-3  mar- 
gins for  their  four  wins. 

Senior  Adam  Nodiff  moved  up 
to  the  No.  1 position  for  the 
first  time  in  his  career  following 


an  injury  to  Brad  Gutwillig,  the 
only  other  senior  on  the  team. 
Nodiff  was  3-3  at  No.  1 singles 
and  teamed  with  freshman  Brian 
Wernick  for  a 4- 1 mark  at  first 
doubles.

Both  Muhlenberg  track  and  field  teams 
extended  successful  streaks  at  the  2006  Cen- 
tennial Conference  Indoor  Championships,  and 
the  women  went  on  to  have  a history-making  outdoor 
season. 

At  the  indoor  championships,  the  men  came  in 
third,  finishing  in  the  top  three  for  the  sixth  year  in  a row 
- a run  matched  only  by  perennial  champion  Haverford. 
The  women  finished  second  for  the  second  straight  season; 
since  coming  in  ninth  in  2000,  they  have  improved  or 
maintained  their  standing  every  year. 

Outdoors,  the  women  sent  three  athletes  to  the 
NCAA  Championships  for  the  first  time,  and  one  of  them 
returned  as  the  first  All-American  in  program  history.  The 
women  again  finished  in  the  runner-up  spot  at  the  CC 
Championships,  while  the  men  slipped  to  sixth. 

The  women’s  team  featured  three  athletes  who  won 
gold  medals  at  the  CC  meet  both  indoors  and  outdoors. 
Senior  Karen  Mount  had  the  biggest  haul,  capturing  the 
800  and  mile  indoors  and  the  800  and  1,500  outdoors. 

She  posted  NCAA  provisional  qualifying  marks  in  all  four 
events.  Mount  missed  an  invitation  to  the  indoor  nation- 
als by  one  one-hundredth  of  a second  in  the  mile,  but  did 
get  to  compete  in  the  1,500  at  the  outdoor  meet. 

Senior  Danielle  Seiler  repeated  as  the  400-meter 
champion  indoors,  then  overcame  an  injury  to  win  her 
fourth  consecutive  gold  in  the  400-meter  hurdles  outdoors. 
Just  the  fifth  four-time  outdoor  champ  in  CC  women’s 
history,  Seiler  finished  her  career  with  nine  career  gold 
medals  (six  outdoors  and  three  indoors)  and  participated 
in  the  NCAA  Championships  for  the  third  straight  year. 

For  the  second  time  in  her  career,  junior  Jacquelyn 
Inverso  was  named  the  Most  Outstanding  Performer  for 
field  events  at  the  CC  indoor  meet.  She  won  the  triple 
jump  and  placed  third  in  the  55-meter  hurdles  and  high 


jump  and  eighth  in 

events  the  long  jump.  Inverso 

pulled  out  the  outdoor  tri- 
ple jump  title  on  her  last  attempt, 
hitting  the  NCAA  provisional  mark  in  the  process. 

Junior  Rachel  Drosdick  captured  the  long  jump 
at  the  indoor  championships  for  one  of  the  Mules’  five 
golds,  but  it  was  not  enough  to  prevent  Haverford  from 
capturing  the  title  by  1.5  points. 

At  the  outdoor  meet,  junior  Sarah  Mitchell  won  her 
third  straight  title  in  the  javelin.  She  placed  seventh  at 
the  NCAA  Championships  with  a school-record  throw  to 
become  the  first  All-American  in  Muhlenberg  women’s 
history. 

For  the  men’s  team,  junior  Lex  Mercado  had  an 
outstanding  season,  winning  three  CC  gold  medals  indoors 
and  one  outdoors.  One  of  his  indoor  medals  came  in  the 
4x800-meter  relay,  as  he  teamed  with  freshman  Stuart 
Udis,  senior  Jason  Finkelstein  and  junior  Steve  Rothwell 
to  break  Haverford’s  1 2-year  dominance  of  that  event  and 
set  a meet  record. 

Mercado  (who  won  the  open  800  both  indoors  and 
outdoors),  Rothwell  and  Finkelstein  also  combined  with 
sophomore  Dan  Steinhart  to  capture  the  4x400-meter 
relay  at  the  CC  meet.  The  following  week,  Mercado,  Stein- 
hart, Udis  and  Rothwell  won  the  distance-medley  relay  at 
the  ECAC  Championships. 

The  Mules’  other  CC  gold  medal  came  when  sopho- 
more Michael  Karchner,  competing  in  his  first  decathlon 
at  the  outdoor  championship  meet,  won  by  169  points.

Young  talent  paved  the  way  for  the 
Muhlenberg  softball  team  to  contend 
for  a Centennial  Conference  playoff 
spot  in  2006.  Although  the  Mules  fell 
short,  finishing  17-21  overall  and  8-8 
in  the  CC,  they  can  point  to  a bright 
future. 

Muhlenberg  played  its  usual 
rigorous  schedule  early  in  the  season, 
including  three  games  against  nation- 
ally ranked  teams  on  its  spring  trip 
to  Florida.  Back  home,  the  Mules 
acquitted  themselves  well  in  consecu- 
tive home  doubleheaders  against  tra- 
ditional powers  Cortland  State,  New 
Jersey  and  Moravian,  splitting  with 
Cortland,  losing  one  game  in  extra  in- 
nings to  TCNJ  and  falling  by  one  run 
in  the  Moravian  nightcap. 

Muhlenberg  started  out  1-3  in  the 
CC,  then  reeled  off  six  straight  wins  to 
climb  into  the  thick  of  the  race.  The 
team  excelled  on  offense  and  defense 
during  the  streak,  starting  it  with  a 1 0- 
2,  12-1  sweep  of  Franklin  & Marshall 
and  wrapping  it  up  with  three  straight 
shutouts,  tossed  by  three  different 
pitchers. 

In  their  last  six  CC  games,  how- 
ever, the  Mules  scored  only  four  runs. 
They  finished  in  a three-way  tie  for 
the  fourth  and  final  playoff  spot  but 
lost  the  tiebrakers. 

Muhlenberg’s  strength  was  its 
pitching,  led  by  junior  first-team 
All-CC  selection  Nicole  Washburn, 
who  was  1 1-7  with  a 1.83  ERA.  She 
struck  out  7 8 and  walked  only  nine  in 
1 1 5 innings  and  threw  three  shutouts. 
Sophomore  Katie  Vecchione  also 
hurled  three  shutouts  - all  1-0 
finals  - and  was  5-6  with  a 2.45 


ERA,  including  a 1.73  ERA  in  CC 
contests.  Freshman  Lara  Kestenbaum 
blanked  Swarthmore,  the  top  hitting 
team  in  the  CC,  on  two  hits. 

The  team  played  the  season 
without  one  of  its  top  leaders,  Tara 
DeMarzo,  the  senior  catcher  who 
was  badly  injured  in  an  auto  accident 
in  the  fall.  On  the  field,  Muhlenberg 
found  a good  replacement  in  freshman 
RiRi  Ferrigno,  who  hit  a team-lead- 
ing .303  with  22  RBI  and  set  a school 
record  with  1 6 doubles. 

Samantha  Crist  also  had  a promising 
freshman  season,  hitting  .291  with 
eight  doubles,  1 1 RBI  and  a team-best 
1 9 runs  scored.  Sophomore  Jennifer 
Rosenthal  set  a school  record  with 
four  home  runs,  three  of  which  came 
in  three  consecutive  games. 

Junior  Hilary  Marinchak  led  the

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The  Muhlenberg  men’s  golf  team  began  what  it  hopes  will  be  a return  to 
prominence  in  the  Centennial  Conference  in  2006. 

The  Mules,  who  won  the  CC  title  in  2004  but  slipped  to  seventh  place  last 
year,  improved  two  places  to  fifth  and  were  just  two  strokes  behind  fourth-place 
Swarthmore. 

Two  newcomers  gave  the  team  much  reason  for  optimism.  Freshman  Bill  Snow 
was  the  team’s  top  finisher  at  the  CC  Championships,  coming  in  ninth,  and  averaged 
82.3  strokes  per  round  for  the  year.  He  had  six  rounds  in  the  70s,  including  a team- 
season-low  73  at  the  Franklin  & Marshall  Fall  Invitational.  Sophomore  transfer 
Garrett  Carpenter  led  Muhlenberg  with  an  82.1  average,  tying  for  second  with  a 74 
at  the  New  York  University  Invitational. 

The  two  new  players  joined  three  seniors  - Chris  Walach,  Brian  Farrelly  and 
Tim  Johnston  - in  the  Mules’  starting  five.  Walach  had  the  team’s  low  round  (a  79 
on  the  first  day)  at  the  CC  Championships,  Farrelly  improved  his  average  from  last 
year  by  more  than  two  strokes,  and  Johnston  shot  a career-best  79  at  the  McDaniel 
Spring  Invitational. 

Muhlenberg  changed  its  scheduling  philosophy  for  the  2005-06  year,  with  three 
two-day  invitationals  and  one  three-day  competition  among  its  1 1 tournaments.  The 
Mules  finished  second  at  their  own  tournament  and  tied  for  fourth  at  F&M  in  the 
fall.

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The  Muhlenberg  wrestling  team 
posted  its  best  finish  in  four 
years  as  the  Mules  took  third 
at  the  Centennial  Conference 
Championships  (just  a half-point 
behind  second-place  McDaniel) 
and  qualafied  two  wrestlers  for 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Tourna- 
ment. Junior  Matt  Loesch  was 
the  197-pound  CC  champion 
for  the  third  consecutive  year 
and  finished  sixth  at  the 
NCAAs  to  become  the  Mules’ 
first  two-time  All-American 
wrestler.  Loesch  won  a pair 
of  decisions  at  the  NCAAs  to 
reach  All-America  status,  but 
an  injury  slowed  him  on  the 
second  day.  His  placing  was 
the  second  best  for  a Muhlen- 
berg wrestler  behind  his 
fourth-place  finish  a year  ago. 


Senior  Dale  Mills  upset  the 
No.  1 seed  to  win  the  1 57- 
pound  CC  championship  - his 


second  m three  ■ 
years  - and  earn 
an  automatic  bid 
to  the  NCAAs.  Mills  lost 


both  his  guts  at  Wt  NCAAs  to 
the  fourtnamHntn  seeds,  but 
still  led  Muhlenberg  in  wins  as 
he  went  26-6,  including  6-1  in 
the  CC.  For  his  career,  he  ranks 
among  Muhlenberg’s  all-time 
leaders  in  wins  (third  with  94), 
pins  (fifth  with  27),  technical 
falls  (tied  for  first  with  nine)  and 
major  decisions  (second  with 
16). 

The  Mules  also  got  a glimpse  of 
what  could  be  a bright  future. 
Three  freshmen  finished  in  the 
top  three  at  the  CC  Champion- 
ships. Billy  Hall  captured  second 
at  133  pounds,  was  second  on 
the  team  with  24  victories  and 
had  a team-high  1 1 pins.  He 
finished  in  the  top  three  in  four 
tournaments  during  the  season. 
Rob  Kein  took  second  at  1 4 1 
pounds  as  he  came  on  strong  to 
end  the  season,  winning  1 0 of 
his  final  12  bouts  to  finish  18-9. 
Matt  Horn  was  third  at  1 84 
pounds  and  finished  with  six 
pins  - three  coming  in  under  a 
minute. 

Muhlenberg  also  received  contri- 
butions from  senior  165-pounder 
Chris  Gibson,  who  finished  his 
final  season  with  a career-best  1 7 
wins,  and  junior  Michael  Tenen- 
haus,  who  captured  third  place 
at  125  pounds  at  the  Centennial 
Conference  Championships.

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The  Muhlenberg  men’s  basket- 
ball team  came  together  at  just  the 
right  time.  The  Mules  won  five  of  their 
last  seven  regular-season  games,  los- 
ing two  on  buzzer-beaters,  and  quali- 
fied for  the  Centennial  Conference 
playoffs  for  the  first  time  since  2002. 
The  Mules’  biggest  challenge  may 
have  came  when  junior  Jeff  Stewart 
- the  CC’s  scoring,  rebounding  and 
shot-blocking  champion  - went  down 
against  Dickinson  in  the  second-to- 
last  game.  After  dominating  in  the 
first  half,  Muhlenberg  watched  a last- 
second  three-pointer  fall  for  the  Red 
Devils. 

That  put  Muhlenberg  in  a must- 
win  situation  if  it  was  to  advance  to 
the  postseason.  The  task  was  daunt- 
ing. The  Mules  had  to  defeat  Ursi- 
nus,  the  regular-season  CC  champion, 
without  the  aid  of  Stewart. 

The  Mules  rose  to  the  occasion 
as  junior  Tom  Scott  recorded  a sea- 
son-high  27  points  and  Muhlenberg 
downed  the  Bears,  74-70,  to  earn  the 
fifth  and  final  playoff  spot.  The  win 
also  was  the  1 2th  at  home  for  Muhlen- 
berg, tying  for  the  most  in  60  years. 

Muhlenberg  traveled  to  the 
fourth  seed,  Washington,  and  con- 
tinued its  season-long  struggle  on  the 
road,  falling  85-79,  to  finish  with  a re- 
cord of  1 4- 1 2 

Stewart,  a first-team  All-CC  and 
second-team  All-Mid-Atlantic  selec- 


tion became  the  first  player  to  lead 
the  conference  in  scoring  (19.3  per 
game),  rebounding  (10.1  per  game) 
and  blocked  shots  (2.04  per  game) 
since  the  CC’s  inaugural  year. 

Muhlenberg  featured  just  one 
senior.  Jimmy  O’Brien,  who  received 
All-CC  honorable  mention,  finished 
first  on  the  team  in  assists  (71),  sec- 
ond in  rebounding  (5.8  per  game), 
field-goal  percentage  (.519)  and  steals 
(38)  and  tied  for  third  in  scoring  (11.2 
per  game). 

The  Mules  also  received  contri- 
butions from  junior  Chris  Huber,  who 
stepped  into  the  lineup  and  sparked 
the  team  from  beyond  the  arc.  He  was 
second  in  the  CC  in  threes  per  game 
(2.42)  and  tied  two  school  records: 
three-point  shooting  percentage  in 
a game  (1.000)  after  he  went  5-for-5 
against  Gettysburg  and  three-pointers 
in  a game  (eight)  versus  Dickinson. 
Huber  was  second  in  scoring  with  1 2 
points  per  game.  Scott  finished  third 
on  the  team  in  scoring  (11.2  points 
per  game)  and  rebounding  (4.2  per 
game).

The  Mules  made  sure  that  wouldn’t  be  pos- 
sible, putting  together  the  best  season  in  their 
history.  They  won  the  Centennial  Conference 
championship  for  the  hrst  time  since  1998, 
advanced  to  the  second  round  of  the 
NCAA  Tournament  and  finished  the 
year  ranked  20th  in  Division  III. 

With  a record  of  26-3,  the  team  not 
only  broke  the  team  and  Conference 
records  for  wins  in  a season,  but  it 
also  came  within  one  of  the  College 
record  for  wins  by  any  team  (held 
by  1992  volleyball).  The  squad  also 
joined  1944-45  men’s  basketball  as 
the  only  Mule  teams  to  have  two 
1 0-game  winning  streaks  in  the  same 
season. 

But  it  wasn’t  just  that  they  won,  it 
was  how  they  won.  Determined  not  to 
repeat  the  disappointing  finish  of  the 
previous  year,  in  which  it  lost  1 3 of 
its  last  17  games  to  end  up  11-14,  the 
team  developed  a mental  toughness 
that  enabled  it  to  win  close  game  after 
close  game. 

From  the  hrst  game  of  the  Scotty 
Wood  Tournament  to  the  hrst  game  of 
the  NCAA  Tournament,  Muhlenberg 
was  at  its  best  with  the  game  on  the  line.  The 
Mules  were  14-1  in  games  decided  by  fewer 
than  1 0 points,  winning  their  last  hve  games 
by  a total  of  1 8 points. 

And  these  weren’t  your  older  sister’s  Mules. 
Two  years  after  leading  all  of  college  women’s 
basketball  in  scoring,  Muhlenberg  rebuilt 
itself  around  defense  and  rebounding,  rank- 
ing among  the  Division  III  leaders  in  scoring 
defense  (a  school-record-low  52.1  points  per 
game),  held-goal  percentage  defense  (.330)  and 
rebound  margin  (plus-5.3).  In  the  previous 
four  seasons,  the  Mules  had  won  one  game 
in  which  they  scored  in  the  50s;  they  won  1 1 
such  games  in  2005-06. 

The  team  was  led  by  seven  seniors  who 
graduated  as  the  winningest  class  in  program 
history  with  a four-year  record  of  73-33.  Point 
guard  Kristen  Piscadlo  was  the  floor  general 
and  set  school  records  for  assists  in  a career 
(424),  season  ( 1 64)  and  game  ( 1 2).  Forward 
Stephanie  Coluccini  became  the  fourth  player 
in  team  history  to  accumulate  500  points,  500 
rebounds,  1 00  assists  and  1 00  steals.  Forward 
Lacie  Smith  also  passed  the  500-point  and 
500-rebound  marks. 


The  other  four  seniors 
epitomized  the  unselfish 
attitude  of  the  champion- 
ship team  by  accepting 
supporting  roles. 

Tiffany  Kirk  was 


second  on  the  team 
in  three-pointers, 
Michelle  Hirst  and 
Sam  Tager  were 
the  backup  center 
and  point  guard, 
respectively,  and 
Valerie  Robuck 


played  everywhere 
from  shooting  guard 
to  center. 

Although  the 
team  was  dominated 
by  seniors,  its  top 
two  scorers  were 
younger.  Junior  cen- 
ter Meghan  Court- 
ney had  a breakout 
season,  leading  the 
Mules  and  ranking  in  the  top  1 0 in  the  CC  in 
scoring  ( 1 4.4  points  per  game),  rebounding 
(8.6  rebounds  per  game),  blocked  shots  (1.39 
per  game)  and  field-goal  percentage  (.447). 
And  then  there  was  pretematurally  poised 
freshman  Lauren  Boyle,  who  averaged  10.7 
points  and  seemed  to  hit  a big  basket  or  make 
a clutch  free  throw  in  every  close  game. 


Women's  Basketball 
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Picked  sixth  in  the  preseason  poll, 
Muhlenberg  went  16-2  in  CC  regular- 
season  play,  sweeping  two-time  defend- 
ing champion  McDaniel  and  defending 
regular-season  champion  Dickinson.  The 
Mules  lost  at  Johns  Hopkins  early  in  the 
year,  but  held  the  Blue  Jays  to  36  points  at 
home  in  the  rematch. 

Muhlenberg  won  the  CC  regular-season 
title  by  one  game  over  Hopkins  to  earn  the 
right  to  host  the  conference  playoffs.  In 
the  semifinals,  the  Mules  survived  a last- 
second  attempt  to  edge  McDaniel,  56-55, 
in  overtime.  Their  three  wins  against  the 
Green  Terror  were  by  a total  of  five  points. 
In  the  championship  game,  Muhlenberg 
scored  the  final  six  points,  five  by  Boyle, 
for  a 55-50  victory  over  Johns  Hopkins 
that  capped  an  undefeated  (15-0)  home 
season. 

Sent  to  Mary  Washington  for  the  NCAA 


Tournament,  the  Mules  found  themselves 
down  eight  points  to  Wesleyan  (Conn.) 
with  6:56  remaining  in  their  first-round 
game.  As  they  had  done  all  season,  they 
made  all  the  right  plays  down  the  stretch, 
closing  the  game  on  a 21-6  run  for  a 57-50 
win.  In  the  second  round,  Muhlenberg  led 
Mary  Washington  - the  last  undefeated 
team  in  Division  III  - by  six  points  at  half- 
time, but  the  Eagles  soared  in  the  second 
half  for  a 68-48  win. 

Even  though  the  season  was  over,  the 
honors  kept  coming.  Piscadlo  and  Court- 
ney, previously  named  to  the  All-CC  first 
team,  both  earned  all-region  recognition. 
Ron  Rohn  was  named  Mid-Atlantic  Re- 
gion coach  of  the  year  after  managing  the 
1 3-game  turnaround  - one  of  the  best  in 
Division  III  history.

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The  ending  was  almost  perfect:  Five  women’s 
lacrosse  seniors  combined  for  1 3 goals  and  1 1 assists, 
breaking  three  school  records  and  leading  Muhlenberg  to 
its  10th  win  of  the  season,  an  1 8-5  home  victory  against 
Rosemont. 

The  only  thing  that  would  have  been  better  was 
another  game  on  the  schedule.  The  Mules  narrowly  missed 
earning  their  first  Centennial  Conference  playoff  berth  and 
had  to  be  happy  finishing  their  most  successful  season  with 
a satisfying  non-conference  game.

The  Muhlenberg  cross  country 
teams  completed  another  suc- 
cessful season.  The  women  won  a 
meet,  took  second  in  another  and 
had  a runner 
qualify  for  the 
NCAA  Division 
III  Champion- 
ships for  the  first 
time.  The  men’s 
team  had  seven 
top-five  finishes, 
including  fourth 
at  the  Centen- 
nial Conference 
Championships. 

The  women  finished  fifth  at  the 
CC  Championships,  and  while 
the  Mules  came  in  1 1th  of  42 
teams  at  the  NCAA  Mideast 
Regional,  senior  Karen  Mount 
took  fourth  of  293  runners  to 
qualify  for  the  NCAA  Division 
111  Championships.  Mount,  the 
highest-placing  Mule  ever  at  the 
NCAA  Regionals,  became  the 
first  member  of  the  Mule  wom- 
en’s team  to  compete  in  the  na- 
tional championships,  where  she 
finished  1 27th  of  2 1 3 runners. 

Muhlenberg  won  its  Mule/Falcon 
Classic  by  placing  three  runners 
in  the  top  10,  including  Mount, 
who  won  the  race.  Freshman 
Kathryn  Niedzwiecki  crossed  the 
line  fifth  and 

sophomore  Christy  Goff  came 
in  ninth.  Senior  Brian  McElroy 
finished  23rd  at  the  CC  Cham- 
pionships with  his  second-best 
career  time.  Earlier  in  the  season, 
at  the  Blue  Jay  Invitational,  he 
had  his  highest  placing  (12th)  on 
the  same  course. 

Mount  also  captured  a gold  med- 
al at  the  DeSales  Invitational  (out 
of  245  runners),  where  the  Mules 
took  fifth.  Muhlenberg  finished 
fifth  at  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence Championships,  where,  after 
Mount’s  fourth-place  finish,  the 
next  seven  Mules  to  cross  the  line 
were  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
The  men’s  team  had  a consistent 


year,  finishing  in  the  top  five  in 
its  first  seven  meets  and  eighth 
at  the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional. 
The  Mules’  best  finish  came  at 
the  Blue  Jay  Invitational, 
where  they  took  second  of  1 5 
teams.  Junior  Steve  Rothwell 
finished  fifth  with  junior  Tim 
Seeley  in  ninth.  Rothwell 
also  had  three  other  top- 10 
finishes.  He  was  seventh  at 
the  Dickinson  Invitational 
and  1 0th  at  the  Lehigh  Val- 
ley Championships  and  at 
the  DeSales  Invitational.

Since  their  reinstatement  as  a varsity 
sport  in  2003,  the  Mules  had  been  look- 
ing for  their  first  win  against  an  estab- 
lished Centennial  Conference  program.

After  a three-goal  loss  to  Haverford  early 
in  2006  extended  Muhlenberg’s  CC  win- 
less streak  to  1 8,  the  Mules  welcomed 
Franklin  & Marshall  for  a game  they 
thought  they  could  win.  The  teams  were 
preparing  up  for  their  Saturday  after- 
noon game  when  a sudden  snowstorm 
hit,  making  the  field  unsafe  for  play. 


The  Diplomats  went  back  home  to  Lan- 
caster, and  when  they  returned  the  next 
night,  Muhlenberg  was  ready.  The  Mules 
jumped  out  to  an  8-0  lead  and  got  the 
monkey 

off  their  backs  with  a 1 4-6  victory. 


Playing  with  renewed  confidence, 
Muhlenberg  split  its  final  six  CC  games 
to  finish  6-7  overall,  3-5  in  the  CC.  In  a 
sign  of  progress,  the  Mules  were  the  last 
team  eliminated  from  the  CC  playoff 
picture. 


Muhlenberg  used  increased  depth  and 
experience  to  succeed  where  past  teams 
had  fallen  short.  The  depth  allowed  the 
Mules  to  run  out  several  dependable 
lines  and  press  on  even  when  their  cap- 
tain was  sidelined  with  injury.

Muhlenberg  College  is  an  independent,  undergraduate, 
coeducational  institution  affiliated  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Founded  in  1848  to  provide 
a liberal  arts  education  in  the  Christian  humanistic 
tradition,  Muhlenberg  is  committed  to  high  standards  of 
academic  integrity  and  excellence. 

The  College  is  located  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania, 
approximately  55  miles  north  of  Philadelphia  and  90  miles 
west  of  New  York  City. 

As  a liberal  arts  college,  Muhlenberg  offers  programs 
in  the  humanities,  the  natural  and  social  sciences,  and 
in  professional  areas  such  as  business,  education,  pre- 
medical, pre-theological,  and  pre-law  studies.  Flexibility 
is  provided  with  sensitivity  to  the  individual  needs  of 
the  student  through  course  options  and  opportunities 
for  independent  study,  research  and  internships,  as  well 
i as  through  a plan  for  self-designed  majors.  Through 
a process  of  long-range  planning  and  constant  review 
the  college  strives  to  keep  its  curriculum  vital  and 
current  with  the  rapidly  changing  intellectual  world.
